the Fourth Story 


Window. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—A woman startled 


passers-by in Fulton street, Brooklyn, at 1 
o'clock in tho afternoon, by appearing at a 
window in tho top story of tho Atlantic bank 
building, screaming and drawing attention 
by'frantic gestures. Tho building Is only a 
few hundred yards from tha Fulton ferry. 
The ground floor is used for banking purposes 
and tho four upper stories are occupied as 
dwellings. 
Those who saw her thought 


there 
was fire in 
tha 
building, and 


a lad ran into tho bank and shouted 
"Fire!" The clerks began to bundle their 
books and papers into tho vaults, and tho lad 
ran back into tho street. Tho woman had 
disappeared from tho window, but tho 
screaming could still be heard. 
A moment 


later a man camo to the window, placed his 
hands upon tho sill, and dived head foremost 
to tho street. 
Tho elevation was nearly fllry 


feet and tho man shot down with terrible 
velocity. Ho reached tho ground eighteen 
feet from tho base of the building. He 
struck on his shoulders near the curb, his 
head resting in tho gutter. Those who saw 
him leap say that at first bis knees were 
drawn up and his arms held close to his sides. 
"When near tho awning, -which is just above 
tha window ot tho bank, he stroll-hod out hia 
arms as if to clutch it. Tho crowd which 
hod collected 
at 
the woman's scream* 


cathored around tho man. Thomas Hud- 
Eon raised hb head 
from tho gutter, 


while a policeman hurried for an ambulance. 
The man's nock was deeply gashed on the 
left side. He hod evidently cut his throat be- 
fore taking tho awful leap, a physician ran 
to a neighboring drug store, and obtaining 
a plaster forced his way through tho crowd 
and placed it over the -wound. An ambu- 
lance was called, and ho was taken to tho 
Long 
Island 
college 
hospital 
where 


ho 
died 
an 
hour 
later. 
It 
was 


tho Rev. James Komlo, a minister 
of 


the Dutch Reformed church. Ho bad just 
come from Newark in company with his wife, 
to visit his mother, who resides in tho top 
story of the bank building. 
Before slasbmg 


his own throat and jumping from tho win- 
dow, 
hu killed his wife by cutting her throat. 


When ho had startled the bank clerks with 


tho announcement that tho building was on 
fire E Kollom, ouo of tbo bookkeepers, hast- 
ened up stairs to 
lintl out wimt was 


burning 
Ho heard a com:notion in the 


Kemlo apartmonts, and 1;-locked at tho 
door of tho front room. l^,.-.113 the doorway 
stood James Komlo grasping a blood-stained 
carving-knife. As the door opened ho drew 
tho knife-blade across his throat. 
Then 


quickly turning he rushed toward tbo win- 
dow. Kellam hastened to the street to notify 
tho 
police, 
but 
when 
hu 
reached 


tho sidewalk tho minister lay dying on 
the curbstone. 
Tho room in which, tbo 


tragedy occurred is about lourteen feet wido 
by twenty feet deep. Everything bore evi- 
dence of a struggle. Mrs. Kemlo lay on tho 
floor near tho doorway. Tho gash in her 
neck had severed the jugular vein. 


The minister and his wife are said to have 


been very affectionate. His mother, -who is 
nearly 70 years old, left them together less 
than halt an hour before tho murder and

About this time ho married Miss 
Emilio Frances Voorhies, -who -was then 21 
years old. He secured a choree at Mountville, 
JT, J. .which he retained until a few months ago.
